MONGERS. 



The assassin who uses the knife to 
kill quickly, is not so bad as tho cold- 
blooded ruffian who attempts to de- 
stroy the peaco of a family by arts that 
would disgrace a Borgea. In this pro- 
vince the use of the pistol and knife 
' has gone out. We have amongst us 
men well known to be of the worst 
type; but they keep tho peace, because 
they know that the police will do their 
duty, and that our judges are just. 
People do not hear the bravo and, for- 
tunately for them, he fears tho rope. 
But there is another class, of assassins 
who may he described as tho lowest 
samples of humanity. Thov seek to 
murder reputations and they use the 
post-office as the messenger that bears 
the silent bullet to the heart of tho 
father, the wife, tho mother, or the 
maiden. These wretches have practised 
for years the art of killing tho peace of 
the domestic circle and upto this time 
thoy have escaped detection, because 
the persons afllicted have not had the 
courage to take the matter resolutely 
in hand. Shooting poisoned paper ar- 
rows through the heart is a base system 
of assassination that could bo stopped 
in a week. We do not require the 
skill of a London detective to secure 
the offender. -Any man who iscapaljo 
of placing the links of » circumstancial 
evidence in ordor can complete the chain 
and lay his hand on the offender in 
five days after ho, has shot his second 
arrow. We believe there are persons 
living in otir midst who never enjoy 
any real pleasure except that which is 
produced by inflicting pain on others. 
They are adepts in tho art of defaming 
character. In largo cities they would 
not be noticed at all; but in small com- 
munities they are worse than rattle- 
snakes. They go about poisoning the 
minds of their fellowmen and killin 
characters by whispering the foulest 
falsehoods into the ears of willing lis- 
teners. Dr. JonNSON says the proper 
study for mankind is man. Man is a 
puzzle; even a man's friend at a fox- 
hunt if you go headlong with your 
steed into a river will laugh to 
see you struggling in the stream ; 
but his is only a slight offence com- 
pared with that which the man com- 
mits who listens to the slanderer while 
he defames the character of a friend. 
In some instances tho "friend" has been 
known to aid in circulating the false 
rpports. It is rarely we hear of the 
friend under such circumstances acting 
like a gentleman whose manner of pro- 
ceeding would bo very simple indeed. 
He would go straight to his friend and 
say, "Such a person said so and so, and 
I am ready to appear in court and 
prove it." He who enjoys the pleasure 
or persecuting the father, tho mother, 
the sister or the wife is a iiorrid crea- 
ture. We have within the last month 
heard many persons complain of the 
persecution inflicted by anonymous let- 
ter writers. The police and the post 
office authorities could readily put an 
end to that system of assassination and 
tho other will be ended as soon as the 
person blundered iinds out a true friend 
to appear as a witness in court. We 
believe the law is sufficiently effective 
to end the career of the slanderer, and 
know it is the duty of all good men to 
assist in stopping hi* tongue and pen. 
The two most precious things to a man 
or woman on this side of the grave arc 
reputation and life. Wo guard both 
by getting rid of • tho slanderer. The 
persecution inflicted by the wretches 
who have used the Post Offico for the 
dissemination of their moral filth is ap- 
palling. We hope some courageous 
man will take one of thetc cro.itures 
into court and see what the law can do. 
Parading in the chain-gang is not a 
punishment too severe for the man who 
has basely injured a fellowbeing's char- 
acter by false reports. 

CHILDREN. 



cruel. The charm of childish innocence 
is taken from the little man and in its 
place ho gels a pantomimic mockery of 
what he is to be. Much has been said 
of late about the disregard on the part 
of young wives of the command to obey 
their husbands, even when the husband 
so acts as to deserve consideration on 
this point. But how is a woman of 
two or threo and twenty to learn a new 
gospel 'i She has probably never been 
taught to obey her parents very impli- 
citly, or to honor anybod}'. Is it rea- 
sonable to expect that she should sud- 
denly become enamoured of tho delights 
of a principle that has not been enforc- 
ed before ? That which comes natur- 
ally to the child, growing with his 
growth, is tyranny when imposed on 
tho adult who has the full right to ask 
why is this or that suggested for his or 
her benefit. It is impossible to return 
to the days of stern discipline, but 
.there is a golden mean in all things, 
and that goldon.moan is not kept when 
tho child is permitted to rule tho father 
or the mother. America is nowsuft'er- 
ing through bowing her neck to the 
yoke of the child and England will 
suffer in the future. A thoughtful 
American will say, "Woe, woo be to 
that country in which ago finds no hon- 
or." The parents who permit their 
ehildren to appear as men and women 
'at the age of ten inflict a severo punish- 
ment on the littln ones and on them- 
selves. A man of tho next generation 
will never ho able to say — "I remem- 
ber when I was a boy." What a pity! 

BEGIN AT THE BEGINNING. 



"The child is the father of tho man." 
That is an old saying and if there lie 
any truth in it it is- safe to say the 
child iQ his own father, for all the male 
children of the present day are men. 
America has started a society to de- 
fend the rights of children, and an 
American newspaper has coolly set 
forth the doctrine that a parent has no 
right to ask implicit obedience from a 
child, but ought to admit the "child's 
right to a reason for every command 
given." This notion is absurd, and re- 
volutionary in principle; for children 
of tender years do not possess the fa- 
culties to which any appeal founded on 
reason can be successfully made, and 
we confess that to see a mother "ar- 
guing the point" with a brat too young 
to utter his rebellious queries in plain 
English is a sight both sad and repul- 
sive. Spoiling children is becoming 
universal. Respect to olders — includ- 
ing parents — is rarely enforced, and a 
pert, forward manner of talking is con- 
sidered "smart." In some cities me- 
chanics, and men employed to work for 
wages, have sons ten and twelve years 
old who work with them during the 
week; the ton -year old man get his 
wages on Saturday night and it is not 
at all unusual for him to say to his 
father, "Come, old man, and take a 
drink." The restless spirit of the thing 
called " Liberty " has crossed the At- 
lantic and aflliuts fathers and mothers 
in England. Tho disrespectful manner 
by which parents are designated, and 
the lack of deference to tho old shown 
by most of the young generation in 
that country is very striking; and tho 
young man who acts otherwise islaugh- 
ed at and called " the old world." The 
nursery is obsolete ; the children coise 
in to luncheon ; they are brought into 
the drawing-room when visitors are 
there; they mxke their appearance at 
dessert and are encouraged to " show 
off" to an extent that is provoking and 



A perfect system of order is beauti- 
ful; but it cannot bo established on a 
foundation in which thcro is no order. 
Begin at tho beginning and see that 
you proceed without, the slightest de- 
viation from mathematical precision. 
That is the only rule to be noted by 
those who are employed in making per- 
fect systems. Ideas of order have 
spread more rapidly than ideas of any 
other kind. Our ancestors scarcely 
noticed them at all. Look at their 
cities and you see puzzles for the peo- 
ple. London is a huge labyrinth 
through which a stranger cannot make 
his way without a. map or a guide. We 
love the crooked old streets of the 
great metropolis, but we cannot recom- 
mend them to the notice of those who 
are preparing tc lay the foundations of 
a new city. 

We intend to present our readers 
with an essay on order, but the words 
•' new city " remind us of our own, and 
self-interest compels us to look at its 
foundation. It is solid and there is a 
sign of order and taste; but we go on 
city building at random. Men are rais- 
ing houses on other men's property, be- 
lieving it to bo their own ; and others 
are encroaching a littlo not knowing 
they are trespassers. They are laying 
the foundation of disunion, discontent 
and lawsuits. This preparation to es- 
tablish a system of confusion proceeds 
leisurely and may cost our citizens mil- 
lions. Tho right that could bo secured 
now for a dollar may, in twenty years, 
cost five thousand in a law court. We 
have no useful map of the city. That 
one in tho Lands and Works office is 
on a small scale, is in a dilapidated con- 
dition, and is useless as a public record. 
In early days owing to the great de- 
mand for lots land was laid out in a 
hurried manner; and as a consequence 
no correct official map of the city exists. 
This is a fact that cannot be contra- 
dioted and must bo accepted as evidence 
to show that we are building a city to 
make fortunes for lawyers. It is not 
too late to remedy the evil. We must 
have a correct map of the city as it is 
on a largo scale, and then surveyors 
should be directed to remember that 
change is expensive, that they shall not 
present any evidence that would cause 
litigation, and that it is their duty to 
lay the foundation of a city in which 
order and beauty shall bo distinguish- 
ing features. To insure regularity in 
the grades, and a perfect system of 
drainage, without which the city be- 
comes a graveyard, it is necessary to 
take levels, and the main and minor 
drains should be all marked on the new 
map. We now direct the attention of 
the authorities to the very important 
subject. Without a correct official map 
the city property is insecure. Tho man 
who has to look for his title in a court 
of law has to pay a high price. Let us 
see that the foundations of the city are 
secure and that we proceed with our 
improVemcnts on scientific principles. 
The citizens should insist on getting 
the map at once. They must perceive 
how necessary it is to have a perfect 
system of order on which this city may 
repose at ease in stately grandeur. 
There is not in the world a more charm- 
ing site for a city than that on which 
Victoria stands. Let us see that the 
drainage is complete and tho title to 
property secure.

DASTARDLY OUTRAGE. 

Largo Nuxn'bors of In&ooont Anony- 
mous Epistles Sent through tho 
Postofflco ! 

For ii long timo past tho Postoffico in 
this city lias been employed for tho dis- 
semination of anonymous correspondence 
of a grossly indecent character. Thoso 
letters when dropped into tho Poatoflico 
aro propaid with tho uaual ono-cent stamp, 
ana are addreased — sometimes in a femalo 
hand but oftener in a malo hand— to per- 
sons in every walk of lifo. Tho tono in 
ovory instanco is of tho moat malicious 
and infamous character. Husbands aro 
told that their wives should bo watched; 
wives that their husbands aro dissolute; 
maidens aro accused of improper conduct. 
Lovers aro made miserable by inuendoes 
affecting tho characters of their betrothed. 
Weak, defencoloss women, who have no 
malo relatives to avenge tho insult, aro 
accused of having parted with all that 
honest people value, and inmates and 
visitors of houses of high rospectability 
have been cautioned to leave or remain 
away from tho premises if they valuo 
their good names. The lato Valentino 
period afforded tho wretches a raro oppor- 
tunity for an oxhibition of tho choicest 
blackguardism through tho medium of tho 
post. Disgustingly immoral pictures, ac- 
companied by equally disgusting languago, 
wero sent to many ladies. Wo are not 
exaggerating when we say that a roign of 
terror has been inaugurated in respect- 
able families by this system of anonymous 
attack. Some families have been in re- 
ceipt of these missives for six months past 
and a drop-letter is opened by them with 
fear and trembling lest thero should be 
contained within lines that no decent per- 
son should read and which none but a 
foul mind could indite. Some of the 
beastly productions have been pre3orved 
in tho hope that some day or another tho 
culprits may bo detected and confronted 
in court with their dastardly work. No ef- 
ford should bo loft unturned by the postal 
authorities and tho police to capture tho 
men or women who are concerned in this 
infamous outrage. 

North Saanioh School. 



An examination of tho North Saanich 
School was held by tho teachor in tho 
Mechanics' Instituto just beforo tho 
Christmas vacation. Tho parents there 
assembled were well pleased with the pro- 
gress the children had mado since tho re- 
opening of the school last Septomber. In 
arithmetic, and in some moro essential 
studies, the fact was plainly demonstrated 
to all, among whom were two of the trus- 
tees, that the children had actually gono 
over the year's course in threo months. 
This surely was sufficient to elicit thanks, 
and everything oxcept ungcntlemanly and 
undignified acts by any of tho patrons or 
trustees of tho school, especially so when 
it was acknowledged that the work was 
well done. Tho roads and trails leading 
to the two school-houses aro, during tho 
winter months, in a wretched condition; 
tho obstruction of the wagon roads in par- 
ticular by fallen trees, which in some 
places no one will remove, if tho school- 
teacher makos no effort to removo them. 
Tho attendance at tho northern school- 
houso thus far has boon commendable, 
but the same cannot exactly bo said of tho 
other school to which access is more diffi- 
cult. After the action of tho trustees, in 
ordering the closing of tho two schools 
until April, tho children in tho northern 
part still continued to attend; and it was 
only when one of the trustees informed 
some of the parents that no Government 
money would bo forthcoming thai tho 
teacher was requested and thought it ex- 
pedient to proceed to Victoria to ventilate 
tho matter. The trustoos have assigned 
and will assign no reason for thus acting.

The old Sappers' Church and whilom 
Legislative Assombly room at Sapperton 
has succumbed to the attacks of "rude 
Boreas." Tho strong wind of Thursday 
last gavo it tho coup <fc gmce, and whirled 
it amongst the things that were. It was 
built by the Sappers and Miners in 1859, 
and was remarkably well put together. At 
one timo, a few years ago, there was somo 
talk of bringing it down town and making 
a court houso of it, but tho idea was 
abandoned when tho expenso of transfer- 
ring it to a moro important sito was con- 
sidered. During tho timo it was used as 
a Parliament House it saw many changes 
in our legislation and some remarkablo 
legislators; but it certainly never witness- 
ed tho Bcenes that have disgraced our 
local Parliament in Victoria. Tho class 
that governed us when our rulers debated 
the great questions of the day within its 
walls are nearly all gono and they havo 
beon succeeded by far inforior men. 

Tho wind was cortainly higher on 
Thursday than wo over rememborto have - 
experienced in this city. Tho old Assom- 
bly room at Sapperton was blown over. 
A horso in tho stable underneath escaped 
with considorablo scratching. Quito a 
number of Indian shanties wero blown 
down, and fences innumerable wero pros- 
trated. Tho Hastings road was strewn 
with fallen troes, so that the stages wero 
unable to proceed, until men had been 
■sent out to removo them. Men working 
in tho woods wero compelled to loavo 
thoir occupations at short notice and ro- 
main in tho clearings till after tho storm. 

Drowned.— A man named Edward 
O'Mara, along with a companion named 
Gordon, started from McCrimmon's wharf 
on Sunday night last with tho object of 
crossing to Moodyvillo. Thoy had gone 
about two hundred yards from tho wharf 
whon Gordon passed a scull to his com- 
panion to steer with. The lattor, in lean- 
ing over to ono side of the canoe, fell into 
tho wator and was never seen again. 
Gordon threw out ono of his sculls and 
mado every offort to rescuo tho unfortu- 
nate man, but without avail. Tho drown- 
ed man was employed on a scow belong- 
ing to tho Moodyvillo Sawmill Company. 

Burned Down. — A small tenement on 
tho Burrard Inlot road, occupied by Mr. 
W. Clarko, was burned to tho ground on 
Thursday last, with all its contents. It 
appears that tho high wind carried oil tho 
stove-pipe, and sparks from the fire ignit- 
od tho shingles on tho roof. The high 
wind spread tho firo with wonderful rapid- 
ity, rondoring all attempts to save tho 
articles in the house unsuccessful.

English Mail.

In clearing away the debris in the 
vicinity of Temple Bar tho workmen 
chanced on a bottle of wine, something 
like tho smaller Schiedam flagons yet 
in use in Holland in its shapo, and 
beautifully iridescent, its originally 
dark colored glass showing sign.; of the 
action of the tire. The wino within is 
of a pale ruby tint, and only a spoon- 
ful of it has evaporated. It is evident- 
ly a red wine and may date back as far 
as 1719, judgiDg from the neighborhood 
in which it was found. 

The official residenco of the British 
Prime Minister nearly caught fire a 
fortnight ago, and some of the London 
newspaper writers do not hesitato to 
express their regret that the flames 
were not encouraged to do their work 
in that ramshackle building. The 
name of Downing street is known all 
over the world, and is associated with 
the grandeur and power of England. 
Actually, it is a dingy, mean-looking 
cul-de sue out of Parliament street, and 
isflanked by premises which therewould 
be some difficulty in letting as third- 
rate lodging-houses. In somo pre-his- 
toric period the fronts wero painted 
white. Now they aro a dingy brown, 
variegated with streaks of bltuk mois- 
ture. A great deal has been clone dur- 
ing the last four years in tho way of 
demolition, and many of the old houses 
at the Parliament street end have been 
replaced by tho really handsome struc 
ture of the new Treasury buildings. 
But the Prime Minister's residence re- 
mains as it was when Sir Robert Wal- 
pole lived there, and when Lord North 
occupied the rooms on tho first floor. 
Since the time of Earl Grey, who ac- 
taally lived here, and whom Haydon 
painted sitting by tho firo on return- 
ing from ono of the debates on the Re- 
form Bill, no Prime Minister has slept 
on the premises. But they havo re- 
mained de jure and de facto the resi- 
dence of the English Prime Minister. 

London Truth: No man — not even 
Lord John Manners or Mr. Montague 
Corry, his best, most trusted friends — 
is able to boast that he has obtained a 
glimpse of "the Sphinx's" true mind. 
Visit Lord Beaconsfield at Hughenden, 
and you will find an amiable old gen- 
tleman, who converses with a languiu 
interest about music and paint- 
ing, without some animation of turnips 
and cattle, whereof he is a connoisseur; 
and with no fire at all, but rather a 
demure composure, about politics and 
the spread of Catholicism in England. 
He is a good talker, and talks much, 
but in a somewhat loud, grating voice, 
which only grows tuneful when he 
warms. He likes flowers, perfumes, 
fruit; ho drinks a good deal of black 
coffee; ho never smokes and dresses to 
perfection, knowing what stylo of 
clothes best suits him. Into newspapers 
he scarcely ever dips; and, oddly 
enough, he neither speaks French, nor 
is sufficiently acquainted with the lan- 
guage to enjoy its literature. Some- 
times, when sitting alone, ho rests his 
head on his brow and gazes into the 
fire, or out of the window upon fair 
Buckinghamshire scenery, by the half- 
hour. His thoughts are far away from 
England then, and possibly roaming in 
some dreamland whore a regenerate 
Jewish race holds the sceptre of the 
world. When Montagu Corry comes 
in with dispatches tho Premier shakes 
off his reverie, and proceeds to busi- 
ness with tho subdued manner of ono 
who touches earth again after having 
soared in the clouds. 



Victoria, British Columbia, 

A correspondent in this portion of 
the Dominion of Canada sends us the 
following jottings regarding the pros- 
pects of immigrants there: — 

Your home population every year 
overflows in the way of emigration. 
Why, by proper exertion on tlu'-part 
of our statesmen, could not by far the 
greater part of this annual exodus of, 
as yet, loyal people bo converted to 
countries still floating, and much ad- 
vanced, to the old flag, while clinging 
to the belief that in Pan-Britanuic uni- 
fication lies tho bo'st conceivable future, 
materially and morally, for all concern- 
ed, at home and abroad'! Depend on 
it, nothing would pay so well as this — 
in every sense of the word "pay." 

For the overflow of crofters, in tho 
shires of Inverness and Ross, etc., and 
on the Irish coast, for hardy fisher 
families from the Baltic shores and 
elsewhere, the northwest coast of Brit- 
ish Columbia would prove a veritable 
earthly paradise. True, it is rugged, 
timbered and mountainous, but tracts 
for cultivation, partially cleared by 
forest fires, aro to bo found. On one 
island, I am credibly informed, there 
are homesteads for a hundred families. 
The climate is rainy, and very 
favorable for tho growth of 
vegetables. Barley and oats have rip- 
ened as far north as lat. 54.05 near the 
Alaska boundary. Potatoes yield won- 
derfully well up north, where it rains 
most I have been told by the grower, 
a truthful and accurate man, of a crop 
at Fort Simpson of 513 bushels to tho 
acre with manure of seaweed. Fish in 
great variety abound, fowl on the 
waters, and deer in the forests, particu- 
larly on tho islands' fringing tho more 
mountainous mainland. Some young 
men of the jeunesse doree of. the old 
land have last autumn stalked red deer 
on the east coast of Vancouver. Set- 
tlers would have nothing to fear from 
Indians. The free school system of 
tho present is most liberal, There are 
already several establishments on the 
coast for the canning of salmon. Young 
men could at these find employment to 
tho exclusion of Chinese, while old men 
and boys could supply family wants by 
preparation of oil from tho dogfish and 
basking shark. This article fiuds ready 
market in Victoria. Oil from the 
herring is also being made. Between 
Great Britain and Russia unpleasant- 
noss now exists, and for y«ars may con- 
tinue. The Russians, as shown by 
Colomb last year, have dockyards and 
a large population in their frontage on 
the North Pacific, the great Araoor 
country. It is a momentous imperial 
consideration that thero should be a 
counterpoising British population on 
the Canadian shores of the Pacific. 
Such would furnish the Colonial Naval 
Reserve here, which Mr. Brassey, M. 
P., and others, wisely deem a pressing 
necessity in all the chief colonies. For 
tho British Empire reasonable pre- 
paredness for war, at important strate- 
gic points, is war's surest preventive. 
Opportunity makes the aggressor. In 
this respect, how greatly changed for 
the better is England now , as com- 
pared with thoso days of the ante- 
Crimean time! 

It was shown at Edinburgh in 1874, 
by tho Right Hon. W. E. Forster, M. 
P., that a British North American con- 
sumed threo times, and an Australasian 
Britisher ten times more of home man- 
ufactures per head annually than did 
the Frenchman or our American cous- 
ins. Your crofter, if settled near the 
salmon canneries on our coast — one of 
which is called Inverness and another 
Aberdeen — would bo a much greater 
consumer than ho now can be. In 
new countries, although manufacturing 
will not be neglected, clearing and cul- 
tivation of the virgin soil, and the get- 
ting a home of one's own, will be tho 
chief pursuit of the many for genera- 
tions. 

England and her colonies should, 
however, have tariffs for mutual benefit, 
mindful of tho great fact demonstrated 
on all sides, that other or foreign coun- 
tries in commerce and collection of rev- 
enue consider only their own special 
advantage. — Inverness Courier. 

An Eventful Career.— John P. 
Benjamin, the first Jew who sat in the 
United States Senate, is now ending a 
checkered career by a successful and 
paying practice as a London lawyer. 
Benjamin was born while, his parents 
w.jre coming to America, and after a 
course at Yalo and practice at the New 
Orleans bar, he represented Louisiana 
in the United States Senate from 1852 
to 1860. Ho then left to join tho 
rebels, who made him successively 
Attorney-General, Secretary of War 
and Secretary of State. Lincoln con- 
sidered Benjamin the smartest of the 
Richmond junta. He has justified the 
opinion in somo degree by being among 
the few rebels who have attained dis- 
tinction and made money since the war. 
Benjamin vent to Loudon, and has 
now an established practise as Queen's 
counsel, which is said to bring him in 
an annual income of $150,000.

London, Feb. 18. — An occasional 
correspondent writes to the Daily News: 
Visitors to the mess tent of tho 10th 
hussars aro apt to get a surprise, not 
only to their ears but to their eyes. 
Chancing to bo there the other day ono 
of tho officers called out .in that loud 
tone of voice in which Indian servants 
are shouted to, "Lord Beaconsfield gur- 
lam pani las." At once from tho out- 
side tho voice of a khitmagar replied, 
"Atcha Sahib gurram pani, lata hai." 
I cannot undertake to explain the 
whole of this veritable Asian mystery, 
but I can translate theso words, which 
will be a contribution towards the so- 
lution of tho difficulty. Tho officer 
first requests my Lord Beaconsfield to 
bring some hot water, and tho reply 
announces that the hot water is in the 
process of being brought by that noble 
man. No one but mysolf seemed to 
heed tho words; every ono in tho tent 
remained as if nothing st ange had hap- 
pened, indicating that they wero famil- 
iar with such a call, so I hesitated to 
ask what hidden meaning could be con- 
cealed in tho words 1 had listened to. 
Of course I took care not to look aston- 
ished, but there was a moment or so of 
suspense which I so far endured, ended 
by tho entrance of a khitmagar with a 
kettle containing hot water. A glance 
at his face, and the astonishmont al- 
ready begun was still moro increased 
by seeing a faco before me wtiich 
seemed to be identical with that with 
which we arc so familiar with in the 
pages of Punch, and which we recog- 
nize as the countenance of the present 
Prime Minister of England. Tho tint 
of the skin is undoubtedly different, 
but the form of the features and even 
the expression aro striking alike, the 
curl hanging over the brow being tho 
only point wanting, but the mind at 
once suggests that it is there, but con- 
cealed by the folds of the white pug- 
gree which covers the forehead closa 
down to tho eyes.

The whole wero put under 
the command of General Tytler, and 
were on the march among the hills on 
Monday, and on Tuesday morning they 
came upon a village, which, with the 
exception of some fowls, two calves 
and an old woman, was empty. This 
village was burned, and two of its tow- 
ers having been blown up with gun- 
powder, they roturned to Dakka, tho 
Ghoorkas and guns coming back here 
again on Wednesday morning.
